Subject; 

It la auggeated that the author ot the oenorancluA dated Uay 31, 1949 on 
i«The Uoiomunlst University of the Working People of the iiiaat,** might give 
enlightening iaformation on the foUoning aubjects: 

!• *rhe whole complex of relations between the uonrauiiat Party anl 
the Soviet peoples. This would include a diacuaaion of the official at* 
titude of the Party tovnurd the nonF-member aaaaes, the actual a.ttltudea 
in practice, and anything that can be aaid about inner party relation* 
ahipa. It would cover the way in vfbicn th^ pe&ple react to ^he Party 
and its varioua pressures, and their attitude toward it. would dis- 
cuss the extent to which the party membership believes its do^na, 
whethex* or not the fervor of the early days is waxing or waning and what 
trends are evident. 



2. The peoples' reaction to the German invasion, the extent to irtiich 
the Germans were at first regarded as liberators and how the reactions of 
the soviet peoples to them changed during the course of the war. This 
discussion should include an analysis of how Hussian patriotism actually 
manifested itself during the war, l.e., to what extent it was love of the 
soil, or love of the country as dlstin^shed Arom the regime or loyalty 
to the regime or the ideology for idiich it stands, and how the impact of 
the invasion and Nasi policies affected it. 

3. It would be extremely valuable to have as detailed a discussion 
as possible of how, in the event of a war between the soviet Union and 
the United states, the United states could most effectively wage a war 

of liberation on behalf of the oovlet peoples and bring them into alliance 
with us to that end. 

4. It would also be valuable to have his ideas as to what policies 
would bs necessary and practicable to win the peace after the end a 
successful V3T of liberation, to what extent deal with the regime, how 
far to leave the futiire pattern to the people themselves, how far to go 
to prevent chaos while the future pattern is working itself out, etc. 

5. It would be very valuable to have a more extended discussion of 
how and the extent to Kdiich the oppreeeive measures of the regime affect; 

(a; the attitude of the educated people and of the masses toward the regime 
and toward the liberilwalues peculiar to western Jsuropean dviliaation 
and the effect of these ijo^nderables on oovlet ability to wage war, and 
(b; the development of the material power of the oovlet Union and its 
material ability to wage war. This discussion might well consider both 
the situation as it exists today and as it revealed itself during the coarse 
of the recent war. 



6. It has been said that the uommunist creed is ^in the last analysis, 
a body of ideas which has filled the vacuum created by the l^eakdown of 
' organized religion as a result of the Increasing secuWization of thought 

, v dtring.the last three centuries, and it can only be combated by opposing 
'•'V 'to it a conception of life based upon wholly differen t principles.-* It 
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would be valuable to have the author's coamente on this state^nt art the 
whlfih ha believea that the value# for which the Weat etanda 

to^roovi^ peoples effective counter-affl™aUen
